Applicant encloses an Express Mail envelope containing a new application, as 



well as a Statement of Filing by tiie person who transported tiie envelope to the Post 
Office. Applicant attempted to file this application on 1 3 December 2001 , however the 
Post Office declined to accept the filing. Applicant is now re-submitting the application/ J '"^ 
along with a request that a filing date of 13 December 2001 be assigned. The details 
follow. 

Applicant is aware that the US Postal Service temporarily suspended Express 
Mail service to Washington, D.C. zip codes 202xx through 205xx beginning 20 
November 2001, and that a temporary address was established on an emergency 
basis. However, following the preferred procedure outlined on the USPTO website on 5 



December 2001, Applicant attempted to send the enclosed application to the address 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1(a)(1), i.e. an address with a 20231 zip code on 13 December 
2001. 

US postal employees refused to accept the pacl<age, and presented the person 
who transported the filing with a report regarding suspension of express mail of zip 
codes 202-205 dated 21 November 2001 . The postal employees refused to accept the 
package even after several attempts by the person who transported the filing to mail the 
package, and the person who transported the filing was left with no choice but to leave 
the post office without mailing the package. The person who transported the filing kept 
the package in her care until she notified her employer. Altera Law Group of the incident 
the next day. 

Upon discovery of what happened, attomeys at Altera Law Group called the 
Patent Office and were directed to the USPTO website which listed guidelines regarding 
suspension of Express mail service to ZIP codes 202xx through 205xx. as well as 
guidelines for US Postal Service Interruptions Relating to Express Mail service. That 
notice follows: 

In some cases, due to the recent emergency, certain post offices are refusing to accept the 
deposit of mail for deliveiy by Express Mail service. The USPTO is also designating this 
interruption in the Express iVlail service of the USPS as a postal service inten-uption within the 
meaning of 35 U.S.C. 21(a) and 37 CFR 1.6(e). In addition, if a party attempts to deposit 
correspondence for delivery to the USPTO with the USPS by Express iVIaii under 37 CFR 1 10 
("Express Mall Post Office to Addressee") and the USPS refuses to accept such correspondence 
the party is advised to take the following action: mall the correspondence to the USPTO by 
registered or first class mail with a statement by the person who originally attempted to deposit 
the correspondence with the USPS by Express Mall. The statement must Indicate the date on 
whicli the person attempted to deposit the correspondence with the USPS and that the USPS 

^^^^^ correspondence. The statement must be signed in accordance with 37 CFR 
10.18. The correspondence should be mailed as set out in 37 CFR 1.1(a) and include the special 
box designation: BOX FILING DATE. »h««-i« 
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Applicant encloses the necessary statements, and requests that a filing date of 
13 December 2001, the date we first attempted to mall the package, be assigned as the 
filing date of the application.
